Group I, claim(s) 35-45,51-55, and 60-70, drawn to a method of making Ca silicate 
hydrate using suspension agent. 

Group II, claim(s) 46-50, drawn to a Ca silicate hydrate product. 

Group III, claim(s) 56-59, drawn to a reactable "matrix" (actually the intermediate gel 
product of Ca gel and silaceous material that when heated will for Ca silicate hydrate. 

The inventions listed as Groups II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 46 is either 
obvious or anticipated over Oguri et al. '61 1 or '320 or '257, Uchida et al. '958, Helser 
'397, Shannon et al. '380, Williams et al. '746, Kubo '324, WO 01/14274 (Mathur), WO 
98/45222 (James Hardie), EP 78119 (Horton), GB 99702 A (Johns Manville), Derwent 
Abstract 89-161597/22, JP 11079729 A (Chichibu Onoda Cement), or Leture (US 
5,709,743). 

Note: Italicized references added to rejection as they were indicated as X 
references on International PCT search report and added for completeness. 



All of the above cited references teach a calcium silicate hydrate product 
anticipating applicants' instant claims. Even if not anticipated, overlapping ranges of 
amounts would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Even if 
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not all references teach post reaction solids content of greater than 35 wt%, control of 
this property would have been an obvious design choice for one of ordinary skill in the 
art. The Ca silicate hydrate slurry can have an increased solids content by increased 
filter pressing and dewatering as well as continued drying to remove non-desired water 
content. As the recited Group II Ca silicate hydrate product does not make a 
contribution over the prior art, unity of invention is lacking and restriction is appropriate.

and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 

required because one or more of the following reasons apply:
